G.G. COOTE OPENS FEDERAL 
CAMPAIGN AT VULCAN

A ulcan Meeting Held Last Thursday 
Evening; Meeting Held at Reid Hill 
Tuesday Evening 

“My proposals of monetary reform, 
once rejected by the House.of Com¬ 
mons, are now being supported as 
electionary measures by all parties.” 
-aid G. G. Coote, M.F\, for the .Mao- 
leod federal riding, at the first meet¬ 
ing of the present election campaign 
io be helil in Vulcan. The meeting, 
held in the Vulcan theatre on Thurs¬ 
day evening of last week, was sLiinly 
attended due to the poor announce¬ 
ment made of the holding of the 
gathering. Neil Campbell was chair¬ 
man for tlte evening. The speaker 
was inlrixluced by Sam Brown, for¬ 
mer -M.L.A. for the Okot<h<s-High 
River prov ipcial constituency. 

“Mr. Coote must have the staunch¬ 
ness of character to avoid being just 
another pol i t i ci an.”^, Mr. Brown 
at the beginning of his introductory 
talk, stating that in his opinion he 
vVas an ideal member for the Macleod 
riding. Mr. Coote’s activities during 
his various terms of office were cited. 
Due to motiqps brought frward by 
Mr. Coote the Crow’s Nest freight 
rates had been reduced to rates cor¬ 
responding to those in force before 
1916, when the rates were increased. 
Through liis activity in parliament 
the farmer had been given the right 
to ship his grain to any desired ter¬ 
minal; tariffs had been reduced con¬ 
siderably, especially on automobiles. 
Mr. fonfe; because of "pe r s o nal s t udy, 1 
is a recognized authority on finance, 
explained Mr. Brown. He advocates a 
central hank, operated and owned by 
tbe federal government; he advocated 
th e abandonment of the gold stand¬ 
ard; he advocated the reduction of 1 
interest on insurance. 

In opening his atldress the member 
for Macleod saiil he believed the past 
was of value only for what he could 
learn from it. He cited the cause of 
the depression in 1929 as being finan¬ 
cial deflation- throughout the world. 
In Canada, he said, the cause was di¬ 
rectly <iuc to the falling of all income 
from agricultural products. From 
1922 to 1933 the average income on a 
farm, on which lived six persons, had 
decreaseii from $1,6D0.00».lo —$630.00. 
This income must be returned to its 
former level to make way for the re- 
tum -U> prosp e r i ty , he maintained. 

'* Mr. Coote’s scheme of returning 
prosperity countenances a central ( 
Lank, administered by'the govern -1 
ment, superannuation at 55 years of j 
age and a housing scheme. A start 
had been made, said the speaker. A 
central bank had been established, 
but it was not government-owned. 
Rueh a bank, government-owned, 
could eventually pay a national divi¬ 
dend, he maintained. “The bulk of the 
money today is credit extended by 
banks. That credit is created by the 
HOtioil of the hank when it takes our 
chatt+es,goods or our bonds as 
secuiity and writes for us a credit In 
its ledger. Money, then is largely a 
system of bookkeeping and I would 
suggest that the first step _we should 
take in order to get out of this con¬ 
dition of poverty should be to’ insti¬ 
tute our own system of financial tx>ok 
keeping." 

“I would suggest that we set up a 
superannuation system for all per¬ 
sons over 55 years of age," said Mr. 
Coote. Such payments should lie made 
in the form of a national dividend. 
“I believe tli^t the superannuation 
would, in the course of a year or so, 
fake care of at leasf 300,(MH> people." 
Premier Bennett refused support of 
this, suggestion in the House, yet he 
now supports it, maintained the 
speaker.

Life Sketch 
E. G. Hansell 


Mr. Ernest G. Hansell, who was 
chosen as social credit candidate to 
run in the Madeod constituency was 
born in 1895 in Norwich, England. 
He canie to this country in hi s early 
bbyhood, He-fftme to Calgary in 1911 
and not until 1918 did he decide to 
go into the ministry. 

He took his theological course in 
the Billie Institute under the world- 
famed evangelist and Bible scholar, 
Dr. Ii. A. Torrey. After graduating 
from the Bible Institute he took a. 
three year post graduate course from 
the Southern School of Divinity, 
specializing in psychology and other 
subjects. From .this school he receiv¬ 
ed his B.D. ilegree. 

After being in the ministry for 
some years, Mr. Hansel! studied law, 
not Tor the purpose-of ever entering, 
the profession hut rather for the pur¬ 
pose of mental discipline. This course 
was not completed on account of fin¬ 
ancial reverses. 

He was one time Minister with Mr. 
Aberhart in the Westboume Baplhjt^ 
church in Calgary before the days of 
the present Bible Institute. He has 
also held pastorates in Camrose, one 
of His members there being the pres¬ 
ent Minister of Agriculture in the Al¬ 
berta Social Credit Government. He 
once had a call to become associate 
minister with Dr. H. H. Bingham late 
of Calgary. He has also held past<ir- 
ates in B.C.' 

Mr. Hansell- came to Vulcan over a 
year ago, becoming permanent minis¬ 
ter of 4he Church of Christ.

A slight increase of the enrolment., 
of pupils in-the Vulcan schools, pub¬ 
lic and high schqol, has been register-, 
ed this fall term recently ciponod.

The attitude of outside nations toward Italy is, at the 
moment, growing firmer, and several of the nations have 
at last declared themselves definitely. This indicates a 
humanitarian ism and also thrift. Wat* is waste, complete 
and unrelieved, not only to individuals but also to govern¬ 
ments. When the late Will Rogers advocated that the 
next war be run on a “Pay as you enter” plan, he touched 
on one of the lessons learned in the last great war. In the 
next big conflagration, there will be more cash demanded 
and any nation now indulging in offensive tactics will have 
to be weli provided with gold reserves. «. 

Britain has led the way in emphasizing the most effec¬ 
tive clauses in the League contract, in the cause of weak¬ 
er nations. Belgium, the Netherlands and Scandinavian 
countries have come ou,t in definite support. France also 
has indicated a readiness to apply economic and financial 
measures to curb Italy’s warlike gestures. If the co-opera¬ 
tion of all other nations could be secured, an economic 
and financial boycott on Italy, would at least restrict a 
war, T)oth as to duration and scope.

Cultivation should be done as soon as possible, as a loose sur¬ 
face will not be conducive to further egg laying, and will assist in 
the destruction of those eggs already laid.

There is, generally speaking, a.favorable Western re¬ 
action to the minimum price of 87 Vs cents, set by the Fed¬ 
eral Wheat Board. In Alberta, this price comes out to 
about 70 cents a bushel for No. 1, at most points in the 
central and southern parts of the province. Other grades, 
bring from 67 cents for No. 2 to 47 cents for No. 5. 

A certain proportion of the grain in this district has 
suffered from frost to varying extent. But Number 6 w ill 
-ill bring a better price tnan the Number 1 of 1933, 1932 
and 1931/At this time of tile year in 1934, Number 1 was 
uo , uc o/ -j cts.; in li>33 at !6 Vj cts.; in 1933 at 31 cts.;, 
in 1931 at 35 cts y and in 1930 at 53 cts.

Without their co-operation any boycott would lose much 
of its force. But even Mussolini might hesitate to defy a 
united front. 

The complicated web of international relations in Fur 
ope is outside the conception of the average North Ameri¬ 
can. There are Mediterranean rights, Suez Canal rights. 
Thpre ,s the exploitation of the African continent whic^ 
has earned back through past centuries and decades, and 
has probably not been greatly different from what Italy 
contemplates today. r 

But one of the most significant features of the present 
crisis is the warning of the Union 0 f South Africa whose 
spokesman declared that South Africa is prepared to join 
colleeCive junctions against an aggressor, and if Italy 
wars on Ethiopia the blacks of the continent will “rise 
and overthrow.” Will a desire to hamr in

Deforestation in itself has a profound effect on 
climate, and on rainfall and the ‘shelter belt’ is designed^ 
largely to increase and steady rainfalls in the Midwestern 
States.” 

Western Canada is also alive to the creeping sand, and 
numerous projects are under way in Saskatchewan to 
conserve moisture, and combat desert encroachment. In 
Alberta also, strip farming and shelter belts are becoming 
general in Southeastern Alberta. 

In this connection farmers are reminded that in the 
spring of 1936, Alberta’s act in regard to soil drifting 
becomes effective. Strip farming or some equally practi¬ 
cal method of combatting drifting is required of areas 
subject to drifting. And it must also be remembered that 
a penalty is attached to any damage which may be in¬ 
curred if one man’s land blows on that of his neighbor, 
with no effort to check such action. If strip farming is 
planned for next spring, the time to . start preparing is 
now.

WESTERN WHEAT 
' GRADING LOW 

C. P. R. Report Says Feed Situation 
Improved Over Last Year Grading 
and Yield Variable 

Although wheat grades in the west 
ern provinces are running from No. 
1 Northern to feed In yields of var¬ 
ious sizes, heavy crops of oats and 
barley are being harvested and feed 
supplies will be materially better 
than last year, says tlje Canadian 
Pacific crop report for the week. 

In many instances, according to 
the report, threshing is being delay¬ 
ed because of uncertainty as to grade 
low qualities predominating in Mani¬ 
toba and Northwestern Saskatche¬ 
wan. 

Variable weather has affected har¬ 
vesting operations, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta experiencing high tem¬ 
peratures while Manitoba has been 
cold, with some frosts. Cutting is 
making headway since last week and 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan report 
wheat practically all cut with oats 
arid barley 89 per cent. 

In Manitoba it is estimated 51 per 
cent, of the wheat has been threshed 
and 48 per cent,-of oats and barley; 
in Saskatchewan 35 per cent, of the 
wheat and 27 cent of coarse grains, 
and in Alberta 40 per cent, of the 
wheat and 33 per cent, coarse grains, 
all considerably less than at the 
same time last year. 

British Columbia reports apples, 
peaches, pears and plums moving 
in large volume and the main apple 
crop showing__jinusual size and qual¬ 
ity. Macintosh Reds, it is expected 
will be on the market about the mid¬ 
dle of October.

ing safe railway crossings and build- 
ug national highways, hemain tainetf 
“I do not believe in work for work’s 
sake, but in a young country like 
this there is much to do and work 
should be provided for all those under 
a certain age.” 

Crop insurance could be "an nation¬ 
al issue and paid out of Rational 
funds, the speaker said. This would 
take the individual risk away. Inter- 
*st rates'"could be further lowered. 
In,this regard he contended he had 
been occupied fourteen years, claim¬ 
ing that he introduced successive 
hills including, the Insurance Bill 
that would regulate the interest paid 
to 4 per cent. In this respect the 
speaker said he was violently oppos¬ 
ed by counsel retained by insurance 
"ompanies, but regardlessly the bill 
was passed as 6 per cent, by the 
Banking committee. The Bill, how¬ 
ever, was killed in its final stages. 

“I believe that all reforms that are 
introduced and that I support must 
be possible and be supported by the 
ipeople.” The requisites for a happy 
life, which everyone is entitled to, in- 
’ude economic security and employ¬ 
ment at congenial occupations. He re¬ 
ferred to a quotation which gave the 
outcome of the depression as the 
'business man without a business, the 
working man without a job and the 
farmer without an income. Mr. Coote 
said he would reserve the order and 
put the farmer first. Agricultural in¬ 
terests should be taken care of and 
the price level raised to that of 1926. 

Referring to Social Credit Mr. 
Coote said he had been working for 
such monetary reforms fhr fourteen 
years as. a member of thh house, as 
a perusal of Hansard would reveal. 
Ho., mentioned a quotation by Major 
Bowman in The Ottawa Citizen, who 
suggest* that caution should be used 
in the advancement of Social Credit 
candidates in the Federal fields until 
a stability is realized in the province, 
and that support should be given, the 
Federal members who have worked 
along vital lines that 'are just begin¬ 
ning to bear fruit.
